A shows as ‘Paramount City' and ‘Friday Night Live', Hattie Hayridge join 
‘Red Dwarf' in 1989, when she replaced Norman Lovett in the role of the د‎ 
computer, Holly. She has remained as one of the series' main-stays ever since, 


completed her third - the programme's fifth - series. 


Strictly speaking, however, Holly was not the first character that Hattie 
programme. іп one episode, almost a year before taking on her new role, she ap) 
then-male Holly's female equivalent, Hilly, in the episode ‘Parallel Universe". 


Hattie was recently kind enough to spare some time to speak to us about her 


Dwarf, and we started by asking her about this earlier role.

When opening the mail pods here at Red Dwerf Magazine we are frequently 
assailed with the questions; “Is there e Red Dwarf Fen Club?" and "If so, where 
the smeg ere they, end can | join?" Well, thare is indeed such e fan club run by 
a certain dubious individual called Nic Ferey and this is his story. Take it eway, 


Nic... 


{ hava io tell you ebout the 
Wellington. Ite e pub in Weterloo, 
South London, where on the first 
Thursday of every month, SF fans of 
all hues meet and get sociabla Most 
people describe this get-together as 
e "meeting", which oonjuras up 
Images of egendas and long-winded 
speeches, | can reassure you now 
that this is not whet tends to go on, 
although the occasione! informel 
speech doee get mede over the top 
of a pint glass! A typical agenda (if 
one axisted) would probably read: 


1. Whose round is it? 
2.Any Other Business 
(No, ectually). 


So, there was | in early 1969 in the 
Wallington, along with all tha other 
“social butterflies"; authors, serious 
readars, Hitchers, Trekkers, 
Whoeys, Blakeys and the occasional 
bemused outsider (trein robber 
Buster Edwerds, who runs the flower 
stall opposite, came in tor a drink 
once, but | haven't seen him - or Phil 
Collins - since) As sat there, still 
talking about senes II of Red Dwarf 
to e few other assiduous wetchers, e 
suddan thought ceme to me (no 
doubt through e combinetion of 
euphoria and Guinness): "Why not 
start e fan club?" 


Grandad John, one of our number on 
thathistonc night, despite reting only 
borderline human by опу reasonable 
estimetion, pitched in with typical 
enthusiasm, He promised faithfully 
to join, elthough as a past-president 
of ZZ9 Plural Z Alphe (tha "Hitch- 


hikara Guide" fan club), you have to 
take e lot of what ha has to say with e 
jumbo catering peck of sodium 
chloride. Similarly enthusiastic was 
Pet Lennon (no relation) who | once 
heard descnbed as the nearest thing 
we'va got to tha Six Million Dollar 
Man ( е man barely alive”)! A girl 
who shall just be known es Tere 
mumbled something to the effect of 
“Oh, God!” (her way of saying it was 
e good idea) and that, as they say, 
would have been that; ell forgotten In 
tha cold, cruel moming's light. Not 
this time, though. Tara has as close 
to an eidetic memory I've ever come 
across and Pet's friend, Amenda is 


elways sober, so ell ! got for months 
was: “What about this Red Dwerf fan 
club, than?" 


Eventually, spurred on by the 
Impending seriaa 111 end tha 
publication of the first Red Dwerf 
novel, | took what риск | had and 
called Penguin Books. I'm sorry to 
say that I've forgotten the neme of 
the very nice lady there who spoke to 
me (I believe she was about to leave 
tha company anyway), but she gave 
me the number of a mysterious and 
shedowy figure celled Charlas 
Armitage. Mr Armitage, it tumed out, 
was (and still s) Grant end Neylor's 
agent, end in truth he is worthy of an 
erticle in his own right. The silken 
charms of his telephone manner do 
thing to prepare you for tha 
reality of e man who, while 
ving e penchent for Hawailen 
гіз, manages to look like Santa 
7 Cleue'e much younger brother! 
Before | knew it, e meeting wes 
arrenged batwean mysalf, Mr 
Armitage and “the men who made it 
all possible” : Rob Grant and Doug 
Naylor. 


К occurred to ma around this time 
that It might be e good Idee to 
actually prepare for this meeting, but 
nothing cama to mind, so | piunged 
in, armed only with e small amount of 
experience In helping to run e Star 
Trek fan club and e copy ot "Critical 
Weve” (e science fiction newe 
magazine whose production velues 
were to be my guideline for the fan 
club magazine). "Come in, come in,” 
they told me, "It's great to meet you. 


Would you lika a coffee?” A large 
brandy might have gone down better 
at that particular momant, but | 
settled for a coffee. The boring bits 
of axplaining how the club would be 
run, coats, newslattar frequanciaa 
and so on seemed to pass so swiftly 
and easily thet befora I knew it | was 
back out In tha sunlight, blinking, 
clutching a complimantary t-shirt and 
with a mendate to run the Official 
Red Dwerf Fan Club. 


Now | actually had to do something! 
On the premise that fan clubs don't 
run thamselves in much tha same 
way that rooms don't clean 
thamsalves and things don’t put 
thamsalves away, | immediataly 
pressganged my friand Louise as 
treasurer for the two reasons. 1. I'm 
no good with monay; and 2. Sha ss. 
Wa then heard from Rob and Doug 
that they hed recerved a latter e few 
microseconds after agreeing to let us 
Tun a club from two mora guys 
asking to run a club. So it was 
welcome aboard Micheel and Andy, 
the Tyneside terrors. To cut a short 
story even shorter, Issua 1 of tha fan 
Club magazina, "Better Than Life", 
began to trouble tha post office in 
October 1990. 


After this, we meneged to attend all 
tha senes IV recordings of the show 
and got interviews with all the cast, 
but then things went wrong with the 
newsletter production and before we 
knew it we were 6 weeks lete with 
issue 21 Grandad John told me. “Oh, 
don't worry - the Hitchhiker's club 
does that all tha бта" But | was 
worriad and wa didn't hava our 
membership cards or bedges either. 
Wa finally sent out a doubla issua (2/ 
3) in April 1991, bringing our 
newsletter production more or less 
up to date. Then we acquired an 
agent in tha Insh Republic in the 
shapely shape of Cerolina Griffin, so 
our fan club empire was widening. 


Up until this point the originals for the 
newsletter were produced on a laser 
printer belonging to two of ١ 5 
who live locally Then it brokel In 
fact, just a little technical bit (not 
understood by ma) broke I think t 
was called the ^nterfece box", which 
sounds like Kryten's cncket-wear to 
me! After several fraught weeks of 
"Is it fixed yet?" 1 geve in end 
produced issue 4 on a simple dot- 
matnx pnnter. The results emerged 
in Septembar 1991 and the 
complaints emerged soon 
aftarwards! At least we had the 
badges at last, but still no luck with 
the membership cards. To produce 
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thet we needed - you guessed it! - 
the broken laser pnnter. 


it tumed out this was a problam that 
would in fact go away if soma money 
was thrown at it, by commissioning à 
local laser design service to do the 
Job. if we'd have known how cheap it 
was going to be to do it this way, 
we'd heve given it to them much 
sooner, | can tell youl So the cards 
wara ready at last, just in time to 
send out with our delayed (surpnse, 
surprise!) 5th issue. This actually hit 
tha doormats in January this year 
and issue 6 should be evailabla as 
you read this - so we're catching upl 
And we've now got an Amancen 
agent, as wall as being in tha 
process of finding egents in Australia 
and New Zealand, whare we already 
have mambers.
